Sir: OF I have read, with 
interest, the accounts 
that have appeared from time to time 
in our Salt ake papers, of the pro- 
ceedings of the merchants of San 
Francisco relative to the. opening of 
the Colorado river, to Callville, and 
the secaring of the Utah trade to San 
Franciseo; andi have admitted the 
wisdom of all who have ayitated the

not far distanct when we shall be able 
to obtain our supplies elsewhere than 
from the Eastern markets. You may 
possibly be aware that the people of 
Utah have already done much by way 
of opening the svuthern part of Utah 
and obtaining their supplies from San 
¢|F rancisco. They have settled the 
country to within thirty miles of Call- 
ville, and made a road from there to 
Salt Lake City, and ifthe San Francis- 
co merchants will be as energetic in 
opening up the Colorado, the trade of 
Southern Utah, at least is secure to 
them. Furthermore, at our jast Con- 
ference, beld on the 6th inst., over one 
hundred families were called to go and 
settle on the Muddy and the Rim of 
the Basin, which country they have se-
